Shawn - I'm actually the only s§in in the band and the majority of people in D.C 
are used to seeing punks cnd skin s around the plece so they don't question us. 
Some people just cos we are skins want a fight and we do ooliye and of course theres 
the reguler idiots who beleive all the rubbish tne media pumps out udout sxins etc 
but generally we don't get much hassle o:f locals. 


5. Have you released any merchandise etc yet ? 


We have a 5 song demo called Boots end Braces, Stars and Stripes and we have two 
songs on the U.S of Oi! LP. We're going into the studios soon to do more recording 
for either a £.P or maybe a LP 227!!! 


6. How. many gigs have you played ? 


Where end with whom ? 


Shawn - i'd say wetve played about 30-40 gigs all in all. The majority of tnese being 
in the D.C area, we've played wich such bands as - Tne sxploited, darzone, Half Life, 
Youth of Today, Token Entry, Best Defence and many many wore. Our biggest snow wis 
aoout 300-400 people and the smallest was about 20-30 as it was midweek and it was 
poorly advertised.

Are there any governments left with enough bottle to reintroduce 
it? jell onto Abortion! I think I speak for the rest of the band when I say it 
shouldn't be allowed as to me it is simply MURDER! Onto Race ilixers - it doesn't 
work mixing races as history shows and to be honest we don't need them around, 

There will be in time a race war so repatriation now is the sane thing to do while 
time is still on our side. 


7. Are all of E.R skins and whats your influences musically and politically ? 


All of E.R are skinheads in dress and appearance except for Mick our guitarist who 
was @ skinhead for a number of years but now has a flat top. We are influenced 
musically by the usual skinhead bands old and new with both political and non 
political stances, our sound we si @ straight forward skinnead sound with no 
fancy bits but in the future we hope to develope a more heavier sound, Politically 
we are a nationalist band, 


8. As we are led to beleive Jonesy you were recently released after a prison term. 
Could you tell us all about this ? 


Yes, I've been out a few months now after doing 12months of a 18 month sentance, 

I was nicked one night by the local old bill who I think had nothing better to do. 
To put it simple 2 of us were nicked, the other skin from out of town, we were put 
in a cell for the night after resisting arrest. When the morning came I wasn't 
expecting to be charged for much really but this wasn't the case. I ended up with 
2 charges of ABH and a wounding charge, the other skin wasn't far behind me. We 
went to court and the old bill went for a remand on me not the other skin. I was 
put up on remand for 64 months until ay trial came up. I went up for ay charge to 
find the wounding had changed to a AdH end the other charges dropped. As it happens 
&@ Paki barrister who defended me decided not to say anything on my behalf as he 
thought silence was better Ha Ha! Thats how it went. 


9. In Leics how many skins are tnere ? Do they have a main pub and do they like ER? 
We hear at B.Oi! their is alot of friction between football boys and skins after 
a Glory gig ? 


In Leicester I can't really say how many skins their are as I only know one or two. 
Our lot are from a town called Loughborough gd the surrounding villages. We get 
together on saturdays and have a good drink and a laugh, we pile into any pub that'll 
have us. Most of the lads and lasses show their support to ER for which we would 
like to say CHEERS!. You say their was some friction with the football mob after a 
Glory gig. That I can celeive. Most of the shit skinheads get in this area is from 
casuals etc, not blacks and reds. The football mob around here are known as the BabY 
Squad and in gangs they're tough but alone they are shits. 


10, Why the name 
English Rose ? 


We have been asked this 
before, I don't know 
really. de were 

called White Aggression 
originally but we 

changed it after hearing 
about the Swedish band 

of tae same name. We 

had a few other names in 
line but we opted for E.R. 
I didn't like it et

In fact, the very 
idea of ‘skinhead’ is cur- 
rently a site of struggle, as 
various interpretations, 
meanings and individ 
compete for the ‘skinhead’ 
identity, Roddy Moreno, of 
Grangetown, Cardiff, is a 
particularly’ siguificant 
example. 

At 32, with a prison spell 
behind" him, Roddy has 
been a skinhead since he, 
was 12, and with Spanish’ 
and Irish grandparents, 1s 
‘only too aware of racism. 

Eighteen months ago he 
founded the first | UK 
branch of SHARP (Skin- 
heads Against Racial Preju- 
dice) afler discovering the 
organisation during a brief 
holiday in America, 

SHARP now extends to 
Huddersfield, Bourne- 
mouth, Ireland, Belgium 
and Australia, 

SHARP fs committed to 
reappropriating skinhead 
‘eulture from what It sees as 
‘® political hi-jacking by 
Right-wing extremists. 

Determined and" ar- 
flculate, Roddy explains: 
“We're saying to ordinary 
skinheads ‘Stand up and 
fight for your scene, be- 
cause otherwise, the Nazis 
will steal it.” 

In South Wales this 
‘means organising good gigs 
‘where SHARP leaflets aro 
available and profits go to- 
wards the next event. 

Roddy makes a modest 
living from running two re- 
cord labels — but since 
feeling comfortable with 
his identity is very impor- 
tant to him, SHARP is 
equally crucial.
